I William Cutler, of Cannon Works, Constitution Hill, Birmingham, in 
the County of Warwick, Manufacturer, do hereby declare the nature of my said 
invention to be as follows: — 

The obiect of my invention is to construct hammocks and their gypportin* . ' 
* frames iJan improved manner, whereby they are more really and easi ly erected 
or folded ready for storage, than those at present in use, the improved frame 
. being also capable of being fixed so that the whole, forms a rigid structure. 
According to my invention I form the frame of two pa, rs of bars each pa 
arranged as the letter X and pivoted at the points of lutorsection, thus forming 
10 side frames. The side frames are connected together by transverse rails, the 
upper rails supporting the canvas, or other hammock wind, rs suitab y ^.ecured 
thereto A pair of struts or strut frames arc pivoted or otherwise fitted to the 
side frames for supporting the same when erected, such struts being in some 
cases provided with bolts and nuts or other means for rendering the hammock 

15 f ' Tcanfpy or shade is also provided supportocLby four rods fitting suitable eyes 
or sockets "on thie Mammock frame and also a transverse rail at each end of tn, 
canopv or a pair of arched rods or three sided frames may be used. In some 
cases "the canopv is supported on a rectangular frame to which also curtains, 

20 mosquito-nets, or other fittings may be readily attached.
